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Frankfort. Ky., Feb. 2S.— [Special.]— 
After a continuous light for five hours, 
the Democrats of the House of Repre- 
sentatives late this afternoon pas?ed 
the $100,000 Reward Bill, the object of 
which is to bring to justice the murder- 
ers of Gov. William Goebel. The vot^ 
was 57 to 37, being divided almost on 
strict party lines. 

That the Republicans should have op- 
posed the bill, when some of their party 
leaders rest under the strong suspicion 
of being in the conspiracy to assassin- 
ate Gov. Goebel, is amazing, not only to 
the Democrats, but also to all citizens 
who condemn murder in any form, and 
especially murder from ambush, and 
that ambush in the State Executive 
building. 

In vigorous speeches the Democrats 
on the floor charged that the stand 
taken by the Republicans against every 
opportunity for a full investigation was 
dictated by the guilty consciences of the 
leaders of the Republican party and of 
the railroad corporations that are al- 
leged to have hatched the conspiracy 
against the life of William Goebel. 
• But for the prompt and determined 
action of Speaker South Trimble, the 
- •U mioht have been killed, in effect, by 
an amendment making $25,000 instead of 
$100,000 the amount appropriated. The 
anti-reward lobby pursued its well-unr 
derstood pgllcy of trying to defeat the 
bill with amendments. When the yote 
was taken on the $25,000 amendment 
there were forty-nine votes against it, 
one being a Republican. Ten Demo- 
crats and thirteen Republicans voted 
for the amendment, the other Re- 
publicans sitting silent in their seats 
hoping to break a quorum. When they 
saw that their filibustering movement 
had failed, and just as the chair was 
about to announce that the amendment 
had been defeated by a vote of 49 to 23, 
they rose with wild gesticulations and 
wilder exclamations, demanding that 
the absentees be called. 

* * * 

Filibusters Were Checkmated. 
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But they were too late and Speak- 
er Trimble announced the result 
without calling the absentees. In 
answer to their yells of pro- 
test, he said that they were not ab- 
sentees, in the strict meaning of the 
rule, as they were present and had fail- 
ed to vote in the hope of securing a 
partisan advantage. They appealed 
from his decision, but the House by a 
good majority sustained the Speaker, 
even some of the Democrats who voted 
for the amendment standing by him in 
the decision, saying it was a good les- 
son to the filibustering minority. 

All the other amendments were de- 
feated, and the original bill was pass- 
ed, all the Republicans voting against 
It and all the Democrats voting for it, 
except Messrs. Hinton, Holt and 
Mimms, who did not respond to their 
names when the roll was called. 
* * * 

Was Not the Senate Bill. 

The bill passed to-day was the House 
bill and not the Senate bill, which wan 
passed by twenty Senators several 
days ago. They are exactly alike, 
but the law requires that the same 
copy shall go through both houses. 
The passage of the duplicate in the 
House, though, settles the fight. The 
Senate bill was read In the House to- 
day after the passage of the other. It 
will be reported favorably to-morrow, 
and will be passed without a fight 
when it comes up Friday or Saturday. 
It will then be enrolled, and will be 
signed by Gov. Beckham about the 
middle of next week. 

The fight began at 11 a. m. and end- 
ed at 4 p. m. The galleries were 
crowded, and the excitement was high 
throughout, as many stirring speeches 
were made. 

+ * * 

Fight B*gan With the Report. 

The struggle was on as soon as 
the special committee having in 
charge the $100,000 Reward Bill, for the 
arrest and conviction of the, murderers 
of William Goebel. made a favorable re- 
port. Mr. McRuberts offered a substi- 
tute, providing for a reward of $10,000 
for the arrest and conviction of the 



murderer. Mr. Holt offered a substi- 
tute offering a reward of $25,000. Mr. 
W. C. Ray spoke in approval of Mr. 
Holt's , substitute. Mr. Cantrill. of 
Scott, spoke for the original measure. 
It was not a question of dollars *and 
cents, he said, but whether anarchy 
should prevail in Kentucky. There was 
loud applause. He would not want to 
represent a constituency that would 
not approve a vote for this reward 
bill. It was intended to bring to jus- 
tice the men who assassinated Senator 
William Goebel. Mr. Cantrill then 
explained the bill. He said the 
Senate had passed it without one 
dissenting vote, and he urged the Rep- 
resentatives to stand together and show 
to the world that they do not propose 
to quibble over a few dollars when 
the steps of the Statehouse had 
been dyed in the blood of one of the 
State's best citizens and best Senators. 

The Reward Commission was com- 
po • <l of five of the best men in the 
State. Each one would have to execute 
a bond of $10,000, and no money could 
be paid out without the unanimous con- 
sent of the commissioner^. Mr. Can- 
trill, as he always does, made a strong 
speech. He asked if they proposed to 
quibble about a liberal reward to re- 
move the blush of shame from the 
faces of honest Kentuckians, when the 
man who pretends to be Governor of 
the State 'was spending from $15,000 to 
J20.000 a week of the money of tax- 
payers in his effort to uphold his false 
claim to office. The world must be 
made to know that Kentucky, from 
this time on, will protect human life 
and property, no matter what the cost 
might be. They knew the reputation 
that Kentucky had away from home, 
and It was their duty to show that 
there Is an element here who opposes 
those things which have given the 
Commonwealth that unsavory reputa- 
tion. Mr. Cantrill was loudly applaud- 
ed at the conclusion. 

* * * 

Mr. Baird's Strong Appeal. 



Mr. Baird, of Barren, secured the 
floor. He said he had at all times dur- 
ing this session tried to be conserva- 
tive. There had not been a time when 
he took more pleasure in voting for a 
measure such as the original reward 
bill. He wanted to know if there was 
any man present who would measure 
human life by dollars and cents. His 
speech was fine, and he was warm- 
ly applauded. He emphasized the fact 
that not one cent over $25,000 could be 
expended until the arrest and convic- 
tion of the assassin. He believed that 
the passage of the bill would be for 
the best interests of the State of Ken- 
tucky. . . 

• * * 

Others Ask For Support. 



Mr. Lafferty, of Harrison, also made 
a strong speech, presenting the feat- 
ures of the original bill In a way that 
made it clear to everyone. 

Mr. Egbert spoke in favor of Mr. 
Holt's substitute. He did not believe 
in putting $100,000 in the hands of five 
men who were to ^ive an aggregate 
bond of only $50,000. Mr. Finn explain- 
ed that not one cent of the money was 
to be placed in the hands of the com- 
missioners. It would be paid out on 
their order, and not by them or to 
them. He said the conduct of the Re- 
publicans here to-day was a surprise 
to him. It had been charged that Re- 
publicans high in position were con- 
cerned in the conspiracy which resulted 
in the assassination of Senator Goebel 
from the Executive building, and it 
had also been charged that certain cor- 
porations were concerned in it and had 
their lobbies here fighting the bill. If 
the Republicans and those corporations 
felt secure in their innocence they 
would say: 

"Throw wide the portals of your Treas- 
ury, for we demand the fullest investi- 
gation." The legislators and the peo- 
ple in the crowded gallery gave a hur- 
rah that the Republicans in the Exec- 
utive bu lding must have heard. 

Mr. Walton (Rep.) insisted upon his 
$5,000 substitute. Mr. Holland said that 
evidently Mr. Walton was in favor of 
bringing to justice the murderer if it 
cast no more than $5,000. The actions 
of the Republicans forced him to the be- 
lief that they were not willing to let the 
law take Its course and have the crime 
ferreted out.

Trimble Takes the Floor. 



There was loud applause when Speaker 
Trimble called Mr. Barton to the chair 
and taking a position in the middle of 
the aisle began to speak for the bill. He 
had not thought the time would come at 
this session when he would find it neces- 
sary to take the floor and speak in de- 
fense of such a measure. In reply to the 
whisperings of the anti-reward lobby 
that all the $100,000 would be expended 
whether needed or not, Mr. Trimble 
showed that When $100,000 was appropri- 
ated for the World's Fair about $25,000 
was returned to the State Treasury. 

Mr. Trimble aroused the big crowd to 
such a pitch of excitement that they 
yelled time and again, and there were 
all sorts of exclamations of approval. 

Mr. Swan said he had written to many 
of his constituents about the bill and 
all of them approved it.

London, March 1. — 4:15 a. m.— Gen. 
Buller's distinct success in storming 
Pieter's hill brings the rescue of Lady- 
smith near, but the War Office Intimat- 
ed late last evening that an Immediate 
announcement of relief need not be ex- 
pected. The goings to and fro at mid- 
night of officials and messengers sug- 
gested that important news had been 
received. If this were the case, Lord 
Lansdowne obviously desired to sleep on 
it before taking the public into his con- 
ride nee. 

As his message reveals, Gen. Buller's 
successful attack came after the hard 
fighting of Friday, and it was impro- 
vised and its execution begun during 
the armistice of Sunday. In proposing 
the armistice, the British comma^J 
stipulated that both sides shoul 
free to move, but that neither shou 
any shooting. He was, the**°fore f 
in his privilege in immediately b- gin 
ning to transfer his troops. 

Gen. Buller's tidings come weighted 
with his long list of casualties. Hif 
losses In the four attempts to get 
White out aggregate 4,000.

Suddenly a regiment stationed on the 
crest of a hill perceivtd a white flag and 
burst into cheers, thus first announc- 
ing the surrender of Gen. Cronje. 

Shortly afterward a note reached 
Lord Roberts bringing tidings of the 
Boers' unconditional surrender. Gen. I 
Frettyman was sent to accept the sur- 
render. 

At about 7 o'clock a small group of 
men appeared in the distance crossing 
the plain toward headquarters. The 
latter being apprised of Gen. Cronje's 
approach, Lord Roberts went to the 
front in the modest cart in which he 
sleeps and ordered a guard of the Sea- 
forths to line up. The group of horse- 
men then appeared. On Gen. Pretty- 
man's right rode an elderly man, clad 
In a rough, short overcoat, white- 
brimmed hat. ordinary tweed trousers 
and brown shoes. It was the redoubt- 
able Cronje. His face was burned al- 
most black, and his curly beard was 
tinged with gray. 

Lord Roberts walked to and fro in 
front of the cart until the Boer Gen- 
eral arrived, when the British com- 
mander advanced gravely and kindly 
saluted the Boer commander. 

Cronje's face was absolutely impas- 
sive, exhibiting no sign of his inner 
feelings. 

Lord Roberts was surrounded by his 
staff when Gen. Pettyman, addressing 
the Field Marshal, said: 

"Commandant Cronje, sir." 

The commandant touched his hat in 
salute, and Lord Roberts saluted in re- 
turn. The whole group then dismount- 
ed, and Lord Roberts stepped forward 
and shook hands with the Boer com- 
mander. 

"You made a gallant defense, sir," 
was the first salutation of Lord Rob- 
erts to the vanquished Boer leader. He 
then motioned Gen. Cronje to a seat in 
a chair which had been brought for his 
accommodation, and the two officers 
conversed through an interpreter. 

Gen. Cronje afterward breakfasted 
with the British officers.

Even those who have 
escaped fever, dysentery and diarrhoea 
are in a state of low vitality. They can 
still man trenches, and would probably 
hold their own against a last desper- 
ate assault, but they can initiate noth- 
ing. Gen. Buller now knows that, as 
units, the regiment will be of no use 
for him for months. 

"The water of Klip river is not avail- 
able for drinking, and to boil it is im- 
possible because of the scarcity of 
fuel. It is thick with putrid animal 
matter. Tea made of it has a sus- 
pended fibre, something like beef tea. 
It is caused by the sewage from the 
Boer camps." 

Mr. Williams adds that when news 
like this passes under the thumb of 
the censor, it more than offsets what- 
ever jolly news may be heliographed 
from Ladysmith. 

* * • 

No Indication As To Roberts' Plan. 
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There Is no authoritative Indication 
yet of what Lord Roberts will do next. 
It seems likely that a branch railway 
will be built across the veldt to lessen 
the difficulties of transport. Col. Girou- 
ard, who built the Soudan railway, is 
with Lord Roberts. The strain on the 
Western railway is seen from the fact 
that the population of Kimberley, two 
weeks after the relief, continues on re- 
duced rations. Lord Roberts' troops 
thus far have been only partially fed, 

It is quite clear to technical heads 
that those who talk of an immediate 
and ra:>id advance far into the Free 
State do not realize the transport, con- 
ditions. The Boers, as it now appears, 
have built a railway from Harrismith 
to Kroomstadt to facilitate the move- 
ment of their troops between Natal 
and the Free State. 

Mafeking was holding out on Febru- 
ary 16. At that time the Boers were 
showing unusual activity and firing in- 
flammable shells. The Boers who hold 
positions south of the Orange river 
have been weakened. 

Lieut. Barentzen, writing on behalf 
of himself and of other Scandinavian 
prisoners, affirms that there are no 
mercenaries In the Boer army and no 
volunteers who receive a penny for 
their services.

"1 Bdquarters. Hlangwan, Feb. 28.— 
5 a. lii.— Finding that the passage of 
Lang^-ach Spruit was commanded by 
strong intrenchments, I reconnoitered 
for another passage of the Tugela. One 
was found for me below the cataract 
by Col. Sandbachs, Royal Engineers, on 
February 25. We commenced making 
an approach thereto, and, on Febru- 
ary 26, finding that I could make the 
passage practicable, I crossed the guns 
and baggage back to the south side of 
the Tugela, took up the pontoon bridge 
on Monday night and relaid it at the 
new site, which is just below the pres- 
ent marked cataract. 

"During all this time the troops had 
been scattered, crouching under hastily 
constructed small stone shelters and 
exposed to a galling shell and rifle fire, 
and throughout they maintained the 
most excellent spirits. Tuesday Gen. 
Barton, with two battalions of the 
Sixth brigade and the Dublin Fusiliers, 
crept about a mile and a half down 
the banks of the river, and ascended 
an almost perpendicular cliff of about 
600 feet, and assaulted and carried the 
top of Pieters hill. This hill, to a cer- 
tain extent, turned the enemy's left, 
and the Fourth brigade, under Col. 
Norcott, and the Eleventh brigade. Col. 
Kitchener commanding, the whole un- 
der command of Gen. Warren, assailed 
the enemy's position, which was mag- 
nificently carried by the South Lanca- 
shire regiment about sunset. We toolc 
about sixty prisoners and scattered the 
enemy in all directions. There seems to 
be still a considerable body of them 
left on and under Bulwana mountain. 
Our losses, I hope, are not large. They 
certainly are much less than they 
would have been were it not for the 
admirable manner in which the artil- 
lery was served, especially the guns 
manned by the Royal naval force and 
the Natal naval volunteers."

THE REPUBLICANS JUBILANT. 



Washington, Feb. 28.— The battle royal 
over the Porto Rican Tariff Bill ended 
in the House to-day in a sweeping vic- 
tory for the Republicans. The bill 
amended as agreed upon at the confer- 
ence of Republicans on Monday night 
so as to reduce the tniiff from 25 to 15 
per cent, of the American tariff, and 
limiting Its life to two years, was passed 
by a vote of 172 yeas to 161 nays. 

Six Republicans voted with the oppo- 
sition against the bill, and four Demo- 
crats voted with the Republicans for 
the bill. In addition. Mr. Warner (Rep., 
111.) was paired against the bill with Mr. 
Boutelle (Rep., Me.) for it. Two other 
Republicans, Mr. Lane, of Iowa, and 
Mr. Farris, of Indiana, were absent and 
unpaired. They were understood to be 
against the bill. Four Democrats who 
were opposed to the bill, Messrs. Flem- 
ing, of Georgia; Small, of North Caroli- 
na; Smith, of Kentucky, and Stallings, 
Alabama, were absent and unpaired. 
< tber pairs were Gibson, Tennessee; 
::eeves, Illinois; Boutelle, Maine; Har- 
mer, Pennsylvania; Bailey, Kansas; 
Sheldon, Michigan; Wadsworth, New 
York (all Republicans), for the bill, with 
Tate, Georgia; Snarkman. Florida: Fox, 
Mississippi; Bellamy, North Carolina; 
Cox, Tennessee, and Epes, Virginia, 
Democrats, all against the bill.

Came From Sick Beds To Vote. 



Herculean efforts had been made to 
get out the full vote, and this led to 
rl -hie incidents.

The Last Day's Struggle. 



Immediately after the reading of the 
journal the clerk began reading the bill 
for amendment under the five-minute 
rule. 

When Section 3 was reached, Mr. 
Payne, chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, ottered the following 
substitute for that section: 

"Sec. 3. That on and after the passage 
of this act all merchandise coming into 
the United States from Porto Rico and 
coming into Porto Rico from the United 
States shall be entered at the several ports 
of entry upon payment of 15 per cent, of 
the duties which are required to be levied, 
collected and paid upon like articles of 
merchandise imported from fo.-eign coun- 
tries; and, in addition thereto, upon ar- 
ticles of merchandise of Porto Rlean man- 
ufacture coming into the United States

Explained By Mr. Payne. 

Mr. Payne explained that the substi- 
tute did two things— it reduced the 
duty from 25 to 15 per cent., and it also 
removed some confusion regarding 
double taxation.

GOV. BECKHAM'S FIRST MESSAGE 



Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 28.— [Special.]— 
When the Senators and Representatives 
reached the Statehouse this morning 
they found that during the night, while 
Taylor's soldiers were on guard, the 
long black streamers hanging from the 
front of the building and entwined 
about, the big pillars in memory of 
Gov. Goebel had been torn down by 
vandals. 

The legislators were not surprised ui 
shocked, for they do not expect any 
ither conduct on the part of those 
who have already committed so 
man-;' foul deeds here recently in the 
interest of the Republican party. Capt. 
Cochran said he was going to have an 
investigation, but of course the guilty 
men will not be found. 

The mourning draperies were replaced 
and the legislators went in the building 
to attend to the State's business. 

The Senate received its first message 
from Gov. Beckham, who sent over 
several appointments of asylum com- 
missioners for confirmation. The Sen- 
ate acted favorably upon them. The 
two houses postponed until the day be- 
fore the close of the session the Goebel 
memorial exercises. 

At a joint session Mr. George V. 
Green, of Christian county, the Demo- 
cratic nominee for Prison Commission- 
er, was elected, receiving seventy-eight 
votes. The Republicans did not par- 
ticipate. 

Mr. Green will assume his new duties 
on March 15. 

There were nineteen Senators and 
fifty-nine Representatives present, the 
absent Democrats being Senator Bell 
and Representative Hinton. The Re- 
publicans did not. answer to the roll- 
call. Mr. G. W. Hickman nominated 
Mr. George V. Green for Commissioner. 
There were no other nominations, and 
Mr. Green received seventy-eight votes 
and was declared elected. 

Senator Puryear presented a resolu- 
tion confirming and re-enacting the 
election of Miss Pauline Helm Hardin 
as State Librarian. She was elected at 
the session in the Capitol Hotel when 
the report was adopted declaring Mr. 
Goebel to be Governor. 

Senator Puryear's resolution was 
adopted by the votes of the seventy- 
eight Democrats present. It recited the 
facts given in the resolution confirming 
the election of Gov. Goebel and Lieut. 
Gov. Beckham.

JUDGMENTS REVERSED

Two Cases Appealed From the 
Louisville Law and Equity 
Court. 



Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 28.— [Special.]— 
The judgment of the Jefferson Law and 
Equity Court was reversed by the 
Court of Appeals in two cases to-day, 
the damage case of Mrs. Mary Crow- 
ley against the Louisville and Nash- 
vile Railroad Company and the case 
of the Four-Mile Land and Coal Com- 
pany against James F. Slusher.

New York's progress toward becoming 
the financial center of the world was 
emphasized to-day, when final steps 
were taken by leading banking firms of 
this city to float a $25,000,000 loan to the 
Russian Government. This will be the 
largest foreign loan ever negotiated in 
this country. 

The last one, less than a year ago, 
was th* Mexican refunding scheme, un- 
der the auspices of the J. P. Morgan & 
Co., which was largely over-subscribed. 

The syndicate interested in the Rus- 
sian loan comprises Standard OH inter- 
ests, the New York Life Insurance Com- 
pany, which has taken $10,000,000 of the 
bonds, and several other prominent 
financial institutions. J. P. Morgan & 
Co. head the list of bankers to whom 
has been intrusted the task of subscrip- 
tions. A most happy feature of the big 
transaction, which has already excited 
much comment in the European money 
centers, where a monopoly has so long 
been enjoyed in matters of this kind, is 
that not a cent of the $25,000,000 lent to 
the Government of the Czar of all the

Chicago, Feb. 28. — Chicago was snow- 
bound to-day by the heaviest fall of 
snow ever recorded by the local Weath- 
er Bureau. In the twenty-four hours 
ending to-night at midnight 11.4 inches 
of snow fell, and the effect was dis- 
astrous on travel and traffic. 

Street cars were blocked by the huge 
drifts. Mails were delayed, stock trains 
were stalled, business interfered with 
and many accidents caused by the 
storm. Scarcely a trade or industry 
in the city escaped without feeling some 
effect of the blizzard. 

In the suburbs the streets were well- 
nigh impassable, and although in the 
down-town districts nearly 500 city em- 
ployes and half as many teams were at 
work the pavements were either buried 
in snow or sloppy with slush. Snow 
plows were kept in motion on all the 
cable and electric lines, and the ele- 
vated trains pushed through the drifts 
which . piled on their tracks between 
the down-town buildings as best they 
could. Every branch of the transit 
service met with some difficulty and 
many hundred early passengers were 
forced to leave the cars and plod to of- 
fices and shops on foot. 

Outside of the street car service it 
was the Stock Yard railway service 
which had the greatest difficulty. The 
snow plied deep in that vicinity, and 
although two engines were attached to 
many of the incoming trains several 
were stalled. It was impossible in many 
instances to switch cars to the switches 
which go to the packing-houses, and 
this delayed shippers. At one time 150 
cars of live stock were stalled between 
Madison street and the stock yards, 

This delay in the delivery of cattle 
had its effect on the market. The Chi 
cago Junction Railway Company had 
500 men and 200 wagons at work all 
day in the yards, but as fast as they 
carted it away the gnow drifted in 
again. 

The storm in Chicago lasted twenty 
six hours. All over Northern Illinois 
the storm was the most severe for 

years. 

The Weather Bureau announced to 
day that the snowfall was the greatest 

since the winter of 1S98, averaging near- 
ly seven inches in the middle Western 
States. 

The greatest snowfall, according to 
the weather map, is in Illinois, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Southern Michigan, 
Northern Indiana, Southeastern Iowa 
and Southeastern Wisconsin. Railroads 
running through these States reported 
trains from half an hour to nve hours 
late. 



STREET CARS BLOCKED. 



Wires and Poles Down In Every Di- 
rection At St. Louis. 

St. Louis, Feb. 28.— The snow that 
fell yesterday to a depth of several 
inches was followed last night by sleet 
and rain that froze as It came down 
and covered everything with a thick 
coating of ice. Uncfer foot the snow 
was reduced to slush. 

As a result of this storm, which ex- 
tended for a distance of twenty miles 
about the city, the conditions are worse 
than at any time this winter. Wires 
and poles in every direction are down 
with the weight of ice, and hundreds 
of trees are broken. 

For several hours street-car traffic 
was almost entirely blocked on many 
electric lines. So far as known there 
were no casualties, but several horses 
were killed by live wires and a num- 
ber of persons had narrow escapes from 
death. Incoming railroad trains were 
late. 

As the day wore on reports were re- 
ceived at police headquarters of nu- 
merous persons injured as the result of 
the terrible condition of the streets 
and from falling ice and branches of 
trees. Owing to the danger from live 
wires that are to found broken and 
hanging in the streets, the superintend- 
ent of the City Lighting Department 
has come out with a warning to citi- 
zens to keep indoors as much as possi- 
ble tO^nlght The City Lighting De- 
partment reports that the damage to 
wires from this storm is greater than 
from the tornado in 1896. 

The damage to trees in the parks 
throughout the city is heavy. 



STORM IN THE SOUTH. 



Felt In Alabama, Southern Georgia 
and Eastern Florida. 

Atlanta, Ga., Feb. 28.— A storm of con- 
siderable energy prevailed over Ala- 
bama, Southern Georgia and Eastern 
TlMiida last night and to-day. Heavy 
rains have fallen, accompanied in some 
places by high winds. A southeast gale 
accompanied the heavy rain at Pensa- 
cola, and although there is some appre- 
hension for the safety of shipping no 
damage has yet been reported. The gale 
still prevailed at noon. 

The high wind which swept across 
lower .Mississippi and Alabama • dam- 
aged telegraph wires to a considerable 
extent. The city of New Orleans wag 
shut off from communication with th e 
outer world for several hours, but at 
noon one or two wires had been put in 
working order. 

The Weather Bureau reports that the 
temperature has risen east of the Mis- 
sissippi and fallen west of that line al- 
most to the freezing line, extending 
southwest from Virginia to Western 
Texas. 

The conditions favor unsettled weath- 
er for another twenty-four hours. 



TWENTY INCHES OF SNOW 



At Toledo and It May Reach Two 
Feet On a Level. 

Toledo, O., Feb. 28.— Twenty-inches of 
snow have fallen In Toledo and North- 
western Ohio since early this morning, 
and the prospects are that there will 



be more than two feet on the level be- 
fore the storm has passed. Business in 
Toledo was practically at a standstill 
to-day, only three lines of cars being 
kept open, and this only by the united 
efforts of the en lire force Of the trol- 
ley system. This evening two of th c> se 
lines were abandoned. The storm com- 
pelled a shut down in tne oil fields of 
this corner of the State. Hot a well in 
the district being pumped to-day. 

With the storm comes a scarcity of 
coal. Dealers have been short for a 
week, and have been making only small 
deliveries in order to keep all patrons 
in fuel, expecting shipments from the 
mines this week. The snow has block- 
ed the trains and wagons were strug- 
gling through the drifts to-day, but 
were not equal to the demand. Trains 
from the East and West were from two 
to four hours late this evening, and 
freight traffic has been abandoned on 
most roads.

MEANS MUCH FOR THE SOUTH. 



Vote On the Hawaiian Bill Not 
Taken Yesterday As 
Agreed. 



WILL BE TAKEN TO-DAY. 



Washington. Feb. 28.— Notwithstand- 
ing the agreement made by the Senate 
to vote on the Hawaiian Government 
Kill a,t to-day's session, the final vote 
till 'he measure was postponed until 4 
o'clock to-morrow. Practically no 
progress was made on the bi.l to-day, 
although it was under consideration 
nearly four hours. 

Mr. Aldrich, chairman of the Finance 
Committee,, a t the opening of the ses- 
sion made an explanation of th^ work 
of ti e conferrees on the financial meas- 
ure, his statement resulting in an un- 
expected and spirited debate. 

The first change, Mr. Aldrich said, 
'was in tfce section defining the stand- 
ard. It was, he said, purely a verbal 
change, and undoubtedly strengthened 
the section. The second change was a 
provision inserted in the bill making it 
the express duty of the Secretary of the 
Treasury to maintain the reserve fund, 
in order that the parity of United 
States money should be preserved. Mr. 
Aldrich thought the Senate bill did im- 
pose this duty, but the House con- 
ferrees insisted that the injunction 
should be incorporated in the bill In 
terms. 

The next change provided that the 
frold reserve might be held in gold coin 
"or bullion," the last two words being 
added because the facilities for the 
coinage of gold would not at present 
admit of coining the gold in sufficient 
quantity to maintain at all times the 
reserve in gold coin. 

The next change, Mr. Aldrich explain- 
ed, provided distinctly that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury should not use 
money raised by the sale of bonds for 
the payment of the current expenses of 
the . Government, so as to destroy all 
possibility that the so-called endless 
chain might be established. A new sec- 
tion was inserted providing that noth- 
ing in the present act should affect the 
legal tender quality of the silver dollar 
or of any other money of the United 
States, so as to remove any possible 
doubt as to the retention of the legal 
tender quality of silver. 

The next amendment provided that 
two new divisions should be establish- 
ed in the Treasury Department; one of 
4ssue and the other of redemption. The 
next amendment provided that so long 
as4he aggregate amount of the United 
States notes and silver certificates in 
the general fund of the Treasury shall 
exceed sixty millions of dollars the 
Secretary may suspend the issue of cer- 
tificates. . This, Mr. Aldrich said, was 
simply another way of protecting the 
reserve. 

The next amendment provided that 
the Secretary of the Treasury might 
issue 10 per cent, of the total volume 
of silver certificates in notes of large 
denominations for convenience to banks 
and those handling large sums of 
money. 

The next amendment provided for the 
issue first of silver certificates of small 
denominations, Mr. Aldrich explaining 
that the provisions in the Senate sub- 
stitute in the opinion of the Secretary 
of the Treasury might cause a con- 
traction oi the currency. 

The next amendment provided for 
the coinage of subsidiary silver to the 
amount of $20,000,000, in addition to the 
$80,000,000 now in circulation. 

The next amendment provided that 
national banks with -a capital of $25,- 
' 000 might be organ ize-1 in towns of 
S.000 inhabitants instead of 4,000. 

An amendment also was made to 
permit banks to issue one-third of 
their circulating notes in denominations 
of five dollars; agreed to because banks, 
in remote parts of the country needed 
a good deal of currency in small bills 
in order to accommodate customers.

The South had a special interest in 
the expansion of our trade. Fealty to 
party and misleading information, he 
feared, had produced among the South- 
ern farmers opposition to territorial ex- 
pansion. The effort, had been made in 
his own State to suppress all informa- 
tion and arouse public sentiment 
against expansion. The frightful ghost 
of "Imperial: ;m" had been held up be- 
fore the peop e of the South to frighten 
them, but he believed it is impossible 
much longer thus to mislead them. 

"Our South rn manufacturers." he 
continued, "h-.ve already reached out 
to the markets of the Orient and -dis- 
covered their advantages. The South- 
ern farmer needs such markets for hi3 
raw cotton to make its production re- 
munerative. By the acquisition of the 
Philippines we hold the key of the 
Eastern situation. We need not rely 
solely upon treaty rights to secure the 
'open door,'- but can demand equal com- 
mercial opportunity i other nations 
and, if necessary, with the vantage 
ground we have, assert that demand. 
Will the United States throw away the 
golden opportunity by giving up the 
•Philippines? I am in favor of holding 
them, and I believe the Southern farm- 
ers and manufacturers will sustain me 
in my position. 1 believe, further, that 
the presence of the United States flag, 
the emblem of human freedom, prog- 
ress and civilisation, will carry to the 
millions in the Orient unnumbered 
blessings which in the coming years 
will be for their betterment and amel- 
ioration, and will conduce to the per- 
petuity and glory of our frse institu- 
tions and the commercial supremacy 
of the nation."

The Hawaiian Bill. 

When Mr. McLaurin had concluded, 
consideration of the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment Bill was resumed. 

Mr. Morgan (Ala.), in concluding a 
long speech, declared that he would 
rather see the bill defeated than have 
it passed in its present crippled and j 
emasculated form. He had assisted in 
the preparation of the bill, but it t had 
been, amended out of form, and he 
would advise the people of Hawaii to 
remain as they are for a hundred years 
rather than accept such a plan of gov- 
ernment. 

Without yielding the floor, Mr. Mor- 
gan gave way to a suggestion of Mr. 
Cuilom ' that the bill go over and that ! 
a final vote on the measure and amend- ' 
ments be taken at 4 o'clock to-mor- ' 
row. 

To this the Senate agreed and at 
6:20 p. m. adjourned.

RIVER TELEG RAMS. 

Pittsburg, Feb. 2S.— [Special.]— There are 
excellent prospects for an early rise in 
the rivers, and rivermen are rejoicing. The 
Weather Bureau announces that the rise 
in the temperature which prevailed to-day 
will continue to-morrow, and perhaps get 
warmer, which will soon start the ice 
which is jammed in the three rivers to 
moving out, and the water to rise. River j 
business has been at a standstill owing 
to the cold weather and unnavigable con- 
dition of the rivers. The streams are not 
reported frozen* over at any point, and if it 
\v( i v not for the congested conditions of 
the harbors boats could operate. The 
streams have not stopped falling yet, and 
the marks on the gauge at Davis Island 
dam to-night showed 7.3 feet and river fall- 
ing. In the Monongahela harbor the read- 
ing on the gauge was 5.4 feet, and at Hi tr'a 
Island dam in the Allegheny 6j6 feet was 
registered. The steamer Queen City ar- 
rived from and departed for Ctf'ncinn&tJ 
notwithstanding the huge mass of ice, and 
from late reports the boat was making 
gr^al progress. The packet Lee H Brooke 
has ehanged owners, and is now own< d by 
('apt. Edward Davidson ami Capt. Ivianni 
Hulings. The boat is to be remodeled and 
turned into a towboat. The Brooks lias 
been navigating between Pittsburg and 
Elizabeth for several years, engaged in thr 
packet business. When remodeled the boat 
will be used to tow sand barges.

Cowardly Smallness. 

Nothing- smaller was ever fathered by 
a great political party than the Porto 
Rican Bill, passed by the House ot 
Representatives yesterday 

Porto Rico, by force of arms, has been 
taken from Spain and incorporated in 
tjie territory of the United States, but 
the lower branch of the Congress of 
the United States says that it shall not 
have the protection of the Constitution 
of the United States, and that it? prod- 
ucts must be discriminated against by 
levying upon them a tariff tax. 

A few weeks ago the President and 
the chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee said that free trade was the 
only policy which should be adopted 
with reference to the products of Porto 
Rico, and a bill accordingly was drawn 
up by the committee chairman. But 
some Connecticut tobacco growers 
heard of this and raised an objection. 
The result was that instead of free 
trade a tariff of 25 per cent, of the 
Dingley rates was proposed for Porto 
Rico. So vigorously was this opposed 
by some of the Republican Congress- 
men that in order to pass the bill the 
tariff rate of 25 per cent, was scaled to 
15 per cent, and the life of Hie tariff 
was limited to two years. 

Thus the Republicans of the House 
say to Porto Rico: "We take you, 
whether you will or not, into the United 
States; we deprive you of your former 
trade arrangements; we deny you the 
right to make your own trade arrange- 
ments, and we place a penalty upon 
any trade which you may wish to carry 
on with the United StateF." 

And as these g^eat statesmen could 
not pass a permanent 2,"> per cent, tariff 
law. they compromised on a 15 per cent, 
rate for two years! 

The smallness of the whole proceed- 
ing is appropriately capped by the 
section of the act declaring that it is 
"intended to meet a pressing, present 
need for revenue for the island of Porto 
Rico." 

That is as petty a lie as was ever 
sanctioned by a vote in Congress The 
act is intended for no such purpose. It 
is intended to placate a few people in 
the United States who fear that to al- 
low Porto Rico to trade freely in the 
United States, of which it is a part, 
might take a few dollars from their 
own profits. 

It is a contemptible surrender of prin- 
ciple, a disgraceful sacrifice of right and 
a cowardly truckling to a few selfish 
interests by the party which has al- 
ways played the coward when confront- 
ed by such interests. 



The War May End Soon. 
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Our High Credit. 

The credit of the United States is 
better than that of any other nation, as 
we may judge by the price its bonds are 
bringing. British consols, which are 
paying 2% per cent, now, and will not 
be reduced to 2 l / 2 per cent, until five 
years have passed, are selling around 
par and have recently been as low as 97 M.. 
On the other hand, we see large quanti- 
ties of the new 2 per cents, named in 
the pending Financial Bill sold on the 
market for delivery "when issued" at 
105V2. with IO6V2 asked. We also see 
the old 2 per cents., which th? Govern- 
ment, may ea'il at any time at par, sell- 
ing at 103; the old 4's, due in 1907, bring- 
ing IIS, and the old 5's eagerly picked 
up at 117. a price which returns the 
purchaser about 1 per cent, per annum. 
The 3's due in 1908 are worth lllVs- 

It is true that there are exceptional 
reasons for the advances 'in the par- 
ticular issues named. The 2's to be is- 
sued in case the Financial Bill be- 
comes a law will be the only gold bonds 
of the United States, and as they run 
for thirty years they offer absolute safe- 
ty and freedom from taxation of every 
kind to the investor. These make them 
worth buying in spite of the low rate of 
interest, but the reason they are so 
extremely desiiable is that they can be 
used as the basis for national bank 
ireulati m. The circulation should be 
profitable under the n*w law, as the 
face value in notes can be issued and 
the tax will be only one-half of 1 per 
cent. As th* 3's. the 5's of 1904 and the 
4's of 1907 are to be exchanged for the 
new 2's under a favorable arrangement, 
this accounts in part for their extraordi- 
narily hu;'u pi ices. The other issues, 
however, have been sympathetically af- 
fected, as 13S was bid Tuesday for the 
new 4's, due in 192'.. 

Even granting the peculiar circum- 
stanc-js under which the bond market 
is now aiding, it is still a /act that 
United States securities are the highest 
in the world. There is no doubt of the 
solvency of Germany, .and yet her 3 
per cents, were quoted at 88^4 In our 
latest available quotations, and have 
probably not changed since then. 
French rentes were quoted at par, and 
the 3V 2 *s at 102. One of the be^t situ- 
ated foreign nations with respect to her 
debt is Denmark. TJ^e total nominal 
am. .in t is only fH.^^ 0 - witn lin BUI- 
nual interest charge^of £353,000. The 
State railways are worth a little more 
than the debt, but the Danish 3 per 
cents, are quoted, at 89 and return a 
yield of ja>out 3% per cent. 



arc renewed, another commission is ap- 
pointed, makes its report ar.d so on. 
There are some commissions, of course. 
Whose reports lead to Parliamentary ac- 
tion, but in general the commissions are 
not very successful except in collecting 
and printing information which only 
a few take the trouble to read. 

H is possible that the commission to 
the Orient, whose main objective point 
is China, may be of some service to 
the trade of this country. This, how- 
ever, will depend upon conditions whit h 
the commission can not control. That 
the reports of the commission will con- 
tain a good deal of matter may be taken 
for granted. How much of it will be 
new and how much will be helpful is 
another question. Trade is not a Gov- 
ernment function, but is carried on by 
individuals or combinations of individ- 
uals. True, Congress has a right to reg- 
ulate foreign commerce, that is to adopt 
rules in accordance with which it shall 
be carried on. It may and usually does 
adopt rules to restrict trade, to embar- 
rass it. to make it expensive, even to 
prohibit it entirely in certain articles 
or with certain countries. By means of 
reciprocity treaties the President and 
Senate may, if they choose, do a great 
deal to liberate trade. But they do not 
generally choose to do much. 

In his report Senator Gallinger says 
that \n the past few years the attention 
of the American people has been forcibly 
directed to the neoessityof increasing t he 
foreign commerce of the United States, 
and that by common consent the Orient 
holds the largest promis- for commercial 
expansion. Eac|^ of these expressions 
indicates a somewhat narrow view of 
our commercial interests, it is not mere- 
ly in the last few yeans that the need of 
wider markets for our agricultural 
staples has been felt. Not to speak of 
the efforts of Democrats, we may men- 
tion that Senator Allison was making 
such a plea thirty years ago when he 
was a member of the House. At a more 
recent date Mr. Blaine was condemning 
the McKinley Bill because it provided no 
wider market for flour and pork. After 
thirty years of the most ruthless protec- 
tion for class interests Mr. Blaine was 
obliged to say that "our market for 
breadstuffs grows narrower." This, too, 
in the face of the fact that the farmer 
had been promised for a hundred years 
that if he would go in for protection 
to others he would soon have a home 
market for all his surplus. 

What Mr. Gallinger really means is 
that within a few years past the man- 
ufacturers of the I'nited States have 
found not only that they need new mar- 
kets, but that there is a possibility of 
capturing them. Formerly when they 
were invited by the Democrats to go 
out and take possession of the markets 
of the world, they answered only with 
a sneer. The rapid increase in the ex- 
port of manufactured goods within the 
past few years has converted many of 
this class. They are now as eager for 
the markets of the world as they were 
formerly indifferent. Hence the propo- 
sition to go to China and elsewhere in 
the Orient anil spy out the land. 

Whether the Orient presents the larg- 
est promise for our commercial exr.f.n- 
sion is very questionable. With a ration- 
al tariff the improvement of our com- 
mercial relation with Europe would 
probably yield us larger returns than 
we shall realize from the Orient. Still, 
the latter is a promising field, and we 
should be wanting in proper diligence 
were we to neglect it. It is set out in 
the report that Germany has sent one 
commission, France two and Great Brit- 
ain two, all to China. From this it is 
inferred that we also should send a 
commission. 

Without undertaking to refute this 
reasoning, it is necessary to point out 
that the merchants of these countries, 
and especially of Germany, have not 
placed their chief reliance on Govern- 
ment commissions. They have taken 
the pains to train men for work in 
China, as well as elsewhere, and have 
sent them out not only to explore, but 
to exploit the market. These mercan- 
tile commissioners have studied the con-

Frankfort, Ky.. Feb. 28— LSpecial.]— 
In response to a telegram sent him to- 
day by Postmaster Samuel B. Holmes, 
of the State Capital office, Postmaster 
General Charles Emory Smith rules that 
mail addressed to official persons by 
name is' to be delivered to them, and 
mail addressed to State pfficers without 
designating by name is to be delivered 
to the "actual incumbents of the offices." 
In support of this ruling, he says the 
fact that the State Contest Board has 
given certificates to the contestants does 
not justify the delivery of mail of the 
latter class to them until they are 
"lawfully inducted into office." 

The ruling was made by the Post- 
master General especially to fit the Ken- 
tucky case, and will be closely followed 
by Postmaster Holmes, who has 
throughout the wrangle acted fairly and 
impartially toward all. According to 
Mr. Holmes' construction of it, the rul- 
ing means that persons desiring to com- 
municate with the Democratic State 
officials must address their letters with 
the full name of the official, followed by 
his official title, if the writer desires. 
For example, a person desiring to com- 
municate with Auditor Coulter, should 
address: "Hon. Gus G. Coulter, State 
Auditor of Public Accounts, Frankfort, 
Ky." If the letter is addressed merely 
to "the State Auditor, Frankfort, Ky," 
it will be delivered to the Republican 
claimant, Mr. Sweeney, who holds on. 

Postmaster Holmes was considerably 
annoyed by the claimants of the offices 
for mail before receiving instructions 
from Washington. The accumulated 
mail he carefully locked in the vault of 
the office until he could communicate 
with the Postmaster General.

Desired By the Republicans 
Southern States. 

[By Associated Press.] 
Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 28.— The Repub- 
lican joint caucus of the Legislature 
met this evening, and after a long dis- 
cussion concerning election laws in the 
South, and particularly the Goebel elec- 
tion law in this State, decided to take 
the initiative in a movement to bring 
the matter before Congress. The pur- 
pose is to call a convention, in which 
the States of Kentucky, Tennessee, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Missouri and North 
Carolina and South Carolina are to take 
part, at which convention action is to 
be taken memorealizing Congress to 
amend the national election laws so as 
to take out of the hands of the various 
State governments the election machin- 
ery of at least congressional and presi- 
dential elections. 

The caucus convened at 6 o'clock, and 
several prominent Republican leaders in 
addition to the Republican members of 
both houses were present.

Havana* Feb. 28.— The readiness with 
which the Spanish laws lend them- 
selves to delay in litigation has avail- 
ed, despite every effort on the part of 
the American authorities, to postpone 
the trial of the custom-house fraud 
cases. It is now openly asserted by 
friends of the accused that at least 
five months more must elapse before 
the prosecution can bring the charges 
to a head in open court. 

Influence is being- brought to bear 
upon all Cuban officials in any way 
associated with the proceedings, and 
every possible ounce of pressure is be- 
ing used to force, if not a dismissal of 
the charges, at least an indefinite post- 
ponement of judicial investigation. The 
men involved belong to the best famil- 
ies in Cuba. 

Senor Manduley, acting fiscal, says 
he intends to examine the charges care- 
fully, in order to see whether the re- 
quests for further delay are justified. 
Gen. W'ood declares that he also will 
cause a thorough investigation to be 
made, and that if the civil power will 
permit forcing the cases to trial, these 
will be brought on promptly, though 
without undue haste and in strict ac- 
cordance with the law. He is very 
emphatic in his determination to se- 
cure a fair and square trial if this be 
possible under Cuban law.

The information which the Commer- 
cial has obtained in regard to the cost 
of refining appears to show that th^ 
trust as well as all the other refineries 
are losing money on every barrel that 
they turn out. The 'loss is not heavy 
at present— it is only 6% cents a bar- 
rel, with the margin between raw and 
refined about 52Mj cents per 100 pounds, 
which is the difference existing to-day. 
If this loss were kept up, however, it 
would amount to $498,600 during 1900, 
assuming that the trust handles the 
same tonnage as last year-»-l,385,000 
tons. The independent refiners are los- 
ing proportionally as much, or a little 
less than a third of the above amount. 

From reliable sources*, it is learned 
that the average margin between raw 
and refined during the whole of last 
year was about one-half cent a pound, 
or 2M> cents a hundred less than it is 
now. This means that the loss of the 
trust last year on the product handled 
was about $1,135,000. The losses of the 
independent refiners on the 585,000 tons 
which they handled woula at the same 
rate bring the total losses of the fight 
between the refiners up to about $1,- 
500,000. The quoted price of granu- 
lated at present is 5 20-100 cents a 
pound with 15-100 cent off. on thirty 
days' delivery, and .05 of a cent further 
discount for cash, making the price 5 
rents. It is a well-known fact, howev- 
er, that the actual selling price is but 
4 7-10 cents a pound, or $4.90 a hun- 
dred. The price of raw, 96 centrifugal, 
is now 4% cents a pound, leaving a 
margin between raw and refined, act- 
ual rates, of 52y 2 
pounds.

ALL IN A MINUTE 

The Inniskillings Fell Under a Boer 
Volley. 

London, March 1.— A dispatch to the 
Daily Telegraph from Colenso, dated 
Monday, describing the famous advance 
of the Inniskillings on Friday, says: 

T saw the first company waver and 
then break before a sheet of well-direct- 
ed leaden hail, and within a minute not 
a man was left standing. It seemed to 
me that the brave company of fusiliers 
was annihilated. 

"Shortly afterward, however, I could 
see some of them move, then rise and 
finally walk to the rear, taking cover. 
The supporting company was also cut 
up, but not quite so severely. 

"The Boers are placed on high, unas- 
sailable kopjes; and it would take ten 
times their number to carry these posi- 
tions successfully. The kopjes command 
the railway from Colenso to Ladysmith, 
and a real right flank attack is ren- 
dered impossible, owing to a high and 
precipitous ravine, which opens upon the 
Tugela, while the left is too open and 
void of cover, and can not be seriously 
considered as a means of assault. 

"The Boers and British fraternized 
during yesterday's armistice. It is re- 
ported that four thousand Boers have 
left the vicinity of Ladysmith for Dun- 
dee."

Many persons, who have been told 
that the actual cost of refining is about 
thirty-four cents a hundred, overlook 
the fact that 100 pounds of raw only 
produce ninety-three pounds of granu- 
lated sugar, and the remainder of the 
product must be disposed of for next to 
nothing. In 100 pounds of raw there 
will be an average of ninety-three 
X pounds of granulated, six pounds syrup 
and one pound waste. The syrup brings 
about two cents a pound, but, for the 
moment, counting the waste as syrup 
the two together bring only fourteen 
cents. The total return from the 100 
pounds of raw sugar, after the refining 
process, is, therefore, only $4,697. 

The actual cost of refining by the most 
modern machinery, including the taking 
of the product from the lighters into the 
refinery, melting, boiling, chemists, 
loading on trucks, etc., is ' eighteen 
cents a hundred pounds. 

Barrels cost about thirty-five cents 
each but. reckoning the cost according 
to 100 pounds, as is done in the trade, 
it would be ten cents a hundred pounds. 

Assuming that there may be no 
loseee at the present time, there ap- 
pears to be absolutely no ground for 
the supposition that the trust is earn- 
ing anything on the preferred stock 
n/say nothing of the common. 

The company, however, paid about 
$^ 600 000 in dividends on the preferred 
stock and $4,500,000 on the common 
stock last year, or a total of $7,100,000. 
The question naturally suggests itself: 
Has the company any mysterious 
source of wealth which it can draw- 
on for dividends? Tf not, can it man 
, ufacture refined sugar more cheaply 
than these figures indicate?

The casualties 
are classified thus: Killed, 1,993; wound
